The President is an adroit polit- 
ical manager in a quiet way, and it is 
thought that he utilized Mr. Creswell’s 
vacancy to kill two birds With one stone— 
to secure Michigan through the powerful, 
though often intoxicated, Chandler, and 
to retain the old Pine State in the Repub- 
lican line, It should be remembered 
that Maine is atest State, being the first 
one to Tead off in the Fall elections, and 
often influencing enough votes to change 
the closely-balanced States. In 1866 the. 
Republican majority in Maine was:28,000. 
In 1872 it was 16,000. Last year. it had 
fallen to about 10,000, and all concede 
that-the vote this year will be very close. 
The bitter senatorial fight for the veteran 
Hamlin’s shoes does not lessen the chances 
of the Democracy, who are full of cour- 
age and hope. 
Had there been no controlling personal 
or political reasons for this surprise, the 
President certainly would not have ig- 
nored the Southern States.

Sim—With respectful deference, I 
invoke your attention to the in- 
structions very recently delivered by 
the Attorney General of the United 
States to the Marshal of the East- 
ern District of Virginia in relation to al- 
leged disorders in Petersburg: I cannot 
suppose that those instructions were is- 
sued either with your approval or cogni- 
zance. They appear to have been di 
tched directly from the Department of 
ustice to an inferior officer of a Federal 
District Court in Virginia, but without 
communication with any of the authorities 
of this State, and in directing that officer 
to resist the alleged disorders, they assure 
him that upon his requisition a milita- 
ry force of the United States would be 
forwarded to his assistance. They assume 
that disorders existed in Petersburg, al- 
though no breach of the peace or disturb- 
ance whatever hadin fact occurred or 
been attempted or threatened, or was 
likely to arise in that city. They com- 
pletely ignore the existence of this Com- 
.monwealth and its constituted authori- 
ties; or at the least, they assume that the 
government of Virginia is unable or un- 
willing to maintain the pos within the 
just jurisdiction of the Statey They im- 
ply that a Federal department may exer- 
cise immediate and discretionary control, 
within this State, over vital interests 
which are distinctively local and domes- 
tic. They empower a subordinate minis- 
terial agent .of the General Government 
at its discretion to subject a peaceful com- 
munity, together with all its authorities, 
to the domination of an armed Federal 
force. 
Such instructions, if carried into execu- 
tion, wrest from the people the right of 
self-government and convert the State it- 
self into a province or a military division 
of a central and virtually imperial power. 
They erect the dominion of the Federal 
sword, in time of peace, o¥er the civil 
authority of the State. 

It was but a few days befpre the date 
of these instructions that other wrongs 
were inflicted by Federal authority upon 
citizens of Petersburg. Certain judges of 
a local election were charged with reject- 
ing legal votes, an offense at all times

The hog disease in this country, and 
spreading throughout Southern Iinois at a 
fearful rate, is proving too much for those 
who have phoma aioe to deny its existence, 
that only afew hogs had died, and the re- 
ports heretofore giyen .were mere, imagina- 
tion, forthe sake of getting up. an item—a 
hog sensation. 


A letter from Carbondale, dackson eount 
Mlinois, ‘reports that the cholera is fearfully 
prevalent among the hogs of that and: sur- 
rounding counties, and the disease spares 
but few along its line of devastation.”’ 


The. Brunswick Ap states that there 
has been 8 from. that point during the’ 
four years, 286,126,402 feet of lumber and 
timber, valued at $4,878,300 66. Allowing 
5,000 feet of mill and ranging timber as the 
average production of each acre, and we 
find that say 71,526 acres have been denuded 
of that class of timber.

The New Orleans Times says the pros- 
pects of the sugar and rice crop are very 
encouraging.
